“ the silliest statement I ’ve heard 
since I ’ve been in the Senate” in 
alleging Sunday that Atty. Gen. 
Brownell had reopened the White 
case to divert attention from a

tice Department itself.” 
Fritchey accused Brownell of 
putting the F B I into politics in 
the White case while “ pulling it 
out of crime busting.” 
“ It seems to me,” he

“ that Brownell is interested in 
pulling the F B I into politics with 
one hand and, if two federal judg­ 
es are right, pulling ii out of 
crime 
busting,

Fritchey said he referred to a 
Denver federal judge’s criticism 
of the Justice Department for re­ 
fusing to let the F B I help in a 
jury-tampering case, and to an

But Ohio has been unable 
to take advantage of the federal 
V r ney because all 88 Ohio counties 
Viust participate.

Deputies Capture Ex-Convicts 
Accused Of Beating Policeman 
Two ex-convicts accused of beat­ 
ing a Circleville city policeman af- 
ter 
n yr wild chase 
across Pickaway County were in 
the custody of Pickaway C o u n t y 
sheriff’s deputies Tuesday. 
The two men held for. beating 
City 
Policeman 
John 
Lockard 
shortly before midnight Monday 
were identified as French Conley, 
30, and his brother, Estill Con­ 
ley, 40. Originally 
from 
Kncrtt 
County, Ky., both men have been 
living in the Circleville area for 
the past few months. 
Lockard, who is believed to have 
suffered a broken nose, 
also re­ 
ceived lacerations of the face and 
head. He was returned to his home 
here after examination at Berger 
Hospital. 
According to police reports, the 
story began when Lockard in a city 
police cruiser became suspicious of 
the two men when he saw t h e m 
leaving an E. Main St. tavern. At 
the time, police said, they were ac­ 
companied by a woman later book­ 
ed as Mildred Smith, also of Cir­ 
cleville. 


W H EN H E attempted to halt the 
Conley car, Lockard reported, the 
fugitives attempted to force th e 
cruiser off the highway and refused 
to 
stop.

chase that followed, west on Route 
22, Lockard fired at the fugitives 
several times, reportedly emptying 
his service revolver twice. The flee­ 
ing car was later found to 
have 
been hit three times, but none of its 
occupants was wounded.

C LEV ELA N D (J*) — A 
juvenile 
court judge gave a verbal paddling 
yesterday to school authorities for 
allowing seven boys to remain in 
high school after they had attack-1 
ed a teacher’s home with bricks, 
eggs and firecrackers. 
Judge Harry L. Eastman deliv- J 
ered a six-page opinion in the case 
resulting from the $630 vandalism 
last October at the home of Frank 
J. Lorz, 
an 
English 
teacher at 
Cleveland Heights High School. 


“ The court is somewhat puzzled 
about the timidity that permitted 
these boys to remain in school,” 
the judge said. “ It would seem that 
this right has been forfeited and 
that it should be so recognized by 
the school officials if they have any 
intention of retaining the respect of 
the student body.” 


He ordered the seven boys, all 
16 and 17 and from good homes, 
locked up in the detention home 
immediately. 
Their parents were given a week 
to decide w hether they w ished to I 
send them to military or similar 
disciplinary schools, or 
have 
the 
state take them to its corrective 
school near Lancaster. 
In the case of a private school, 
they will

Draft Idea

WASHINGTON L B — Union and 
management officials have agreed 
to oppose any form of conscription 
of labor in wartime but govern­ 
ment agencies are 
reported 
still 
toying with the idea. 


Details of the agreement of or­ 
ganized labor and management 
men were outlined today by A F L 
President George Meany in the 
A F L ’s monthly 
magazine, 
and 
were confirmed 
by

govern­ 
mental source familiar with the 
situation. 


Meany said 
representatives 
of 
the National Assn. of Mrnufactur- 
ers and U. S. Chamber of Com­ 
merce have agreed with the A FL, 
CIO and railroad labor organiza­ 
tions that, in case of all-out war, 
the government should 
not have 
authority to order workers to take 
particular jobs. 
It was reported that Defense De­ 
partment and selective service of­ 
ficials are not sure manpower re­ 
quirements in 
certain 
industries 
can be satisfied in the 
event of 
war without some such power.

WASHINGTON WI—Use a magni­ 
fying glass to examine the fine 
print in the exchange of notes be­ 
tween the Big Four—the United 
States, Britain, France and Rus­ 
sia—on a foreign ministers meet­ 
ing. 
Then, after translating the diplo- 
matte talk, you find this result: 
the West didn’t get all it wanted;, 
neither 
did 
Russia. 
Both 
sides 
yielded something. 
Summed up and simplified, this 
is what they said, demanded, won, 
and surrendered. 
The West—In inviting Russia to 
a Big Four foreign ministers talk, 
the West laid down strict condi­ 
tions: (I) firm arrangem ents for 
free 
elections 
in 
all 
Germany, 
opening the way for a free all- 
German, unified government and 
later, perhaps, a German peace 
treaty 
and 
(2) 
Western-Russian 
agreement on an Austrian peace 
treaty. 
Russia—Condemning 
the 
West 
for 
having 
decided 
beforehand 
what must be discussed, Russia 
insisted (I) first there must be a 
Big Five conference, which would 
include 
Red 
China, 
on 
general 
world tensions and (2) only after 
that could there be a Big Four 
meeting, without China, on Ger­ 
many. 
In the end the West became less 
precise on what the Russians would 
have to discuss on Germany and 
Austria, 
although 
insisting 
they 
must be discussed first, and re ­ 
fused to let Red China sit in with 
the Big Four on that problem. 
And in the end Russia agreed 
to meet first with the West, al­ 
though declaring that at that first 
meeting it would talk about a sec­ 
ond meeing to include China. 
Next question: Will the meeting 


between Russia and the West be 
held at all? Or will there be more 
note exchanging? The answer may 
not come for some days. 
When Russia’s latest note ar­ 
rived Nov. 26, agreeing to let Red 
China wait for another conference, 
the State D epartm ent’s first re­ 
action, which has been its reaction 
to previous Russian notes, was: 
“ Disappointing.”

Britain’s 
Foreign 
Minister 
An­ 
thony Eden was talking confidently 
of a meeting now 
between the 
West and Russia. Whether this had 
any effect on Secretary of State 
Dulles is not known. 
But yesterday Dulles began to 
sound like a man more or less 
reconciled to meeting with the Rus­ 


sians. He didn’t, however, say so 
positively. 
Any decision probably will have 
to wait until after the five-day 
Bermuda conference, starting Dec. 
4, where President Eisenhower, Sir 
Winston Churchill, France's Pre­ 
m ier Joseph Laniel, F rance’s For- 
eigr Minister Georges Bidault Dul­ 
les and Eden will gather to dis­ 
cuss their problems and strategy. 
The Western foreign 
ministers 
suggested a meeting with Russia 


and laid down the conditions in 
a note July 15. Moscow replied 
Aug. 4, agreeing to talk on Ger­ 
many, but wanting Red China in. 
The West replied Sept. 2. re­ 
fusing to open the door to Red 
China and restricting the talks to 
Germany and Austria. Russia re­ 
plied to this Sept. 28, repeating 
its demands for a conference seat 
for Red China, wanting to talk 
about world problems, agreeing to 
talk on the German problem, but 


excluding the subject of all-Ger­ 
man elections. 
On Oct, 18 the West said there 
might be a chance to talk 
on 
wider problems if. first, the Big 
Four talks on G ermany succeed­ 
ed. At this point the West prac­ 
tically gave Moscow a blank check

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LOSS OF AN “ANCESTOR ’ 
«THE PILTDOWN MAN, discovered in 
England between 1911 and 1915 and a sub­ 
ject ever since of learned dispute, has at 
last been revealed as a deliberate hoax— 
a figment ingeniously put together out of 
the cranium of modern man and the jaw­ 
bone of an ape. 
The fact that the skull was human and 
the jaw distinctly simian has long been 
recognized, but the circumstances of the 
“ find” persuaded many “ experts” t h a t 
they must belong to the same individual. 
Instead, therefore, of rejecting the com­ 
bination as impossible, scientists exhaust­ 
ed their ingenuity in reconstructing the h y -: 
brid, speculating about his intelligence, his 
family life and his place in the evolutionary 
scale. 
An element of unscientific nationalism I 
seemed to creep into the debate. In the con- j 
troversy over the “dawn m an,” American 
and German anthropologists generally up­ 
held the skeptical viewpoint. But a m o n g 
British authorities there was agreement j 
that the skull and jaw parts were of the 
same individual. Words to be eaten at leis­ 
ure, these. 
And there are thousands more through­ 
out the textbooks. There are fascinating 
exhibits of Putdown Man in his native en­ 
vironment, which natural history museums 
the world over must now dismantle or re­ 
label as monuments to the ingenuity of 
modern man. 
But the learned men are not laughing, 
nor should they be. In their eagerness to 
believe, without weighing the possibility of 
calculated deception, they played the spirit 
of science false. 


SACRIFICE FLY 
AT ABOUT THE TIME the lively ball 
came into baseball, the sacrifice fly went 
out. Entrance and exit were perhaps not 
unconnected.

doubt reasoned, that when a power hitter 
can’t pole such a pellet out of the park, he 
deserved to be shown no mercy in the per­ 
centage column, even if in falling a little 
short, he scored a run. 
Whether it made baseball sense, to old­ 
timers it didn’t sound like cricket. R u n s 
win ball games; there isn’t any other way. 
That reasonably solid sock which brought 
the run in seemed entitled to its m easure 
of recognition even though it didn’t yield 
the true glory. 
Anyway, now it’s back, and a nation can 
breathe easier. The 22-year-old act of in­ 
justice has been righted. Weak-h i 11 i n g 
shortstops will have fresh reason to eat an 
extra bowl of cereal at breakfast. And the 
home-run kings can risk a late night with a 
sick friend with less chance of jeopardizing 
the average. 


The archeologists. anthropologists and 
other specialists have long labored to dis­ 
cover the origin of man. avoiding, of 
course, the hypothesis that he was created 
by God in His image. These scientific folk 


h a v e dug in the debris of the past for skulls 
and bones and stones and potteries, hoping 
eventually to come upon the first ancestor 


of us all. 
They have found some bones in Heidel­ 
b e r g in Germany, in Java, in the south of 
France, in the vicinity of Peking in China, 
and in Piltdown in Sussex, England. And 


out of these bones, they reconstructed 
frightening 
caricatures of manhood to 
which they gave various names, such as 
Pithecanthropus Erectus and 
Cro-Mag- 
nards, etc., all of which at school we had 
to memorize and believe, just as the theo­ 
logical students in the Middle Ages were 
required to know the details of the lives of 
angels. 
No sceptic dared to raise even an eye­ 
brow because science is infallible and 
each scientist stands above the normal er­ 
rors of m an until another scientist proves 
that the contrary of any hypothesis can be 
as correct as the original. Thus, we poor 
mortals, knowing only the facts of life, can 
never tell whether Einstein’s correction of 
Newton is perfection itself until someone 
in this intellectual elite corrects Einstein, 
which m ay or may not happen wThile we are 
alive, for such genius does not often beset 
the human race. 
At any rate, the Piltdown Man, of whose 
existence I was required to believe nearly 
40 years ago, is no more. He has been un­ 
done by chemistry, which wore away his 
patina and proved him to be a fraud perpe­ 
trated by a humorist, who while unknown 
has achieved immortality. 
Of Piltdown, that popularizer of science 
and history, H. G. Wells, wrote: 
. .The bony remains discovered at 
Piltdown in Sussex display a creature still 
ascending only very gradually from the 
sub-human. 
“The first scraps of this skull were found 
in an excavation for road gravel in Sussex. 
Bit by bit other fragments of this skull 
were hunted out from the quarry heaps un­ 
til most of it could be pieced together. It 
is a thick skull, thicker than that of any 
living race of men, and it has a brain ca­ 
pacity intermediate between that of Pithe­ 
canthropus and man. This creature has 
been named 
Eoanthropus, 
the 
d a w n 
man. . . 
“There was moreover a jaw-bone among 
these scattered remains, which was at first 
assumed naturally enough to belong to 
Eoanthropus, but which it was afterwards 
suggested was probably that of a chimpan­ 
zee. 
“It is extraordinarily like that of a chim­ 
panzee, but Dr. Keith, one of the greatest 
authorities in these questions, assigns it, af­ 
ter an exhaustive analysis in his “Antiquity 
of Man” (1915), to the skull with which it 
is found. It is, as a jaw-bone, far less hu­ 
man in character than the jaw of the much 
more ancient Homo Heidelbergensis, b u t 
the teeth are in some respects more like 
those of living men.”

A Simple Heel Lift May Cure 
Mysterious Aches and Pains 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
A SIMPLE heel lift, about a 
half inch in size, may prove to be 
an almost miraculous cure of 
back, leg, and foot pain of a doz­ 
en years standing. 
Inequalities in the length of 
the legs can be a cause for severe 
low back pain, sciatic type pain, 
and pain in the knee, ankle, foot 
and heel. The pain is worse after 
sitting and upon arising in the 
morning. 


Small Discrepancy 


In many instances, the dis­ 
crepancy between the legs is very 
small and may vary between 
three-eighths of an inch to one 
full Inch. 
Most of the persons who suffer 
from this condition have no his­ 
tory of any polio, leg break, or 
other disease which m ight have 
caused it. 
Occurs in Early Childhood 
It is believed that the shorten­ 
ing arises in early childhood and 
occurs equally in both sexes. It 
has been found, however, that 
the left leg is more often shorter 
than the right. Incidence of the 
left leg shortening is almost four 
times as great as that of the 
right. 
The only symptom found In 


, children is a peculiar gait or 
posture. The person walks with 
a slight lurch or tilts his body 
to one side. There may be an 
! obvious curvature of the spine. 
I The arm on the short side usu­ 
ally falls away from the body, 
while on the longer side, the arm 
is closer to the body. 
Surgery Unwarranted 
A small degree of leg inequality 
in adults does not w arrant any 
extensive surgery to correct this 
difficulty. Usually a small, prop­ 
erly fitted lift, placed in the heel 
of the shoe, can equalize the two 
legs and the symptoms, some­ 
times of years and years dura­ 
tion, will disappear. 
It has been found that th* 
wearing of a lift will cause a 
growth increase in the shorter 
leg which may eliminate all dis­ 
crepancy, lf the disease is dis­ 
covered early enough In child­ 
hood. Thus, early discovery of 
leg shortening can eliminate this 
condition in most instances. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs. J. P.: My husband uses 
freshly squeezed, diluted lemon 
juice to wash his hair. Is this 
dangerous? 
Answer: There is no evidence 
that this could prove injurious 
to hair.

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City School Patrol May Help Fight Delinquency Problem 


Police Declare 
Youngest Boys 
Respect Laws 


Big Problem Looms 
In Haying Older 
Pupils Aid Plan 


Circleville’® efforts to set rip a 
schoolboy safety patrol may have 
uncovered a hint to the solution of 
the nation’s juvenile delinquency 
problem. 
At least, law enforcement agen­ 
cies point out, it’s a promising 
sign when the youngsters work­ 
ing the safety patrol accuse some 
of the teen-agers of lacking re­ 
spect for the law. 
“If we can keep the grade-school 
generation on our side,” one police 
officer commented, “ it may give us 
all tremendous help toward turning 
the tide against delinquency. The 
young ones who are going all-out 
for observance of the law on the 
safety patrol job these days will be 
the teen-agers themselves before 
long. 
“It can mean an awful lot if they 
don’t get the wrong ideas in t h e 
meantime.” 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS here have 
joined whole-heartedly with the po­ 
lice department in setting up the 
community’s first organized move 
to 
enlist 
schoolboys 
as 
traffic 
guardians. Organization of the pa­ 
trol began several weeks ago and 
so far has been put into operation 
only in the vicinity of Circleville 
High School and Corwin School. 
Mayor Ed Amey, who succeeded 
In having the idea adopted after 
several futile efforts, said: 
“All our regular boys now are re­ 
cruited from the seventh and eighth 
grades, but of course we hope even­ 
tually to extend the patrol to the 
other schools to give protection for 
the younger children. We aren’t 
forgetting that they need the safety 
patrol also.” 
Officer Charles Smith, assigned 
by Police Chief Elmer Merriman 
to direct the schoolboy patrol pro­ 
gram, 
has 
worked 
with 
the 
youngsters at their corner posts 
and in group meetings to discuss 
the different phases of traffic 
safety. At some of the lectures, 
movies have been shown by Ned 
and Tom Harden, two of several 
community leaders who are es­ 
pecially interested in the work. 
Mayor Amey and members of the 
police department attribute much 


of the success of me program to 
school officials, led by Superintend­ 
ent of City Schools George Hart­ 
man. J. L. Chilicote, principal of 
Corwin School, and J. Wray Henry, 
principal of Circleville High School, 
have also been among the most en­ 
thusiastic workers for the patrol’s 
success. 
Henry has concentrated much of 
his own effort on having the older 
pupils obey traffic signals set by 
the young patrol officers. 
THE HIGH SCHOOL’S top ad­ 
ministrator said he sees solid en­ 
couragement in the fact that cita­ 
tions for violations have been on a 
steady decrease since the patrol 
was launched. “ I think the idea is 
going acros.1- gradually,” H e n r y 
said, “but of course the police de­ 
partment will have to back up the 
boys. 
“Without that support, it won’t 
amount to anything.” 
Chilcote stressed the note that 
the parents also have a share in 
the effort. 
“The plan still has a few bugs in 
it.” he said, “but I believe they’re 
being worked out. The success of 
the patrol in the long run will de­ 
pend upon the parents of the school 
children. 
“The parents of all the boys 
and girls in school will have to 
impress their children with the 
importance of the efforts being 
made.” 
Hartman’s view was similar. He 
said: 
“The success of the plan now 
rests, for the most part, on the abil­ 
ity of the patrol to enforce its rules 
-—and upon the willingness of the 
others to obey the traffic laws. If 
we can firmly establish that re­ 
spect for the law, that will be ev­ 
erything. 
“I’VE WATCHED the patrol boys 
in action a few times, however, and 
I notice that some of the other pu­ 
pils absolutely refuse to mind the 
patrol. 
This 
will 
have 
to 
be 
changed.” 
Many of the young patrolmen 
were the first to admit that some 
o* the older boys and girls still 
scoff at the patrol’s purpose. A 


desk sergeant at Circleville police 
station commented: 
“The young kids have it rough 
going, because a lot pf the older 
ones—both boys and girls—feel it’s 
smart to be flip and ignore the 
whole idea of the patrol. But then, 
that’s only part of the problem we 
all know about—and we know too 
that we can always 
trace 
the 
blame back to the homes. 
“There just isn’t enough discip­ 
line at home, because too many 
parents have the idea that ifs up 
to the community to train their 
children in the plain, ordinary 
rules of respect. Until we find 
some way to treat the problem 
as parental delinquency instead 
of juvenile delinquency, we’re 
just kidding ourselves. We aren’t 
going to get very far with it.” 
Violators among 
t h e 
pupils, 
either jay-walkers or motorists, are 
reported by the patrol under a pre­ 
arranged system. The first report, 
naming the violator or giving a 
license number, is sent to t he 
school principal. The second report 
on the same violator is sent to city 
police. And the third goes to the 
judge of Pickaway County juvenile 
court. 
However, Circleville’s s h o r t - 
handed police department reports 
it rarely has enough men available 
to give the schoolboy patrol all the 
attention it needs. The Junior Wo­ 
men’s Club, Circleville Lions, Par- 
ent-Teacher Association, Knights of 
Pythias, and other civic groups, 
along with individual community 
leaders, have tried in various ways 
to ease the load on the regular of­ 
ficers. 
• 
• 
* 
THEN TOO, regulars at the po­ 
lice station chuckle, the youngsters 
are so serious about respect for the 
law that ‘sometimes they want to 
take over our jobs in other parts of 
the town.” Most of the problems 
growing out of this over-zealous 
spirit are turned over to Officer 
Smith who recalled: 
“Not long after we got the thing 
going, they began coming around 
at the end of each day with a list 


of violations more than a foot long, j 
And they didn’t stop at finding; 
them around the school. They’d 
come downtown and measure the 
distance a car was parked from 
the curb, or time a double-parker, 
or watch to see if the cars stopped 
for red lights. 
“Some of the kids even come in 
and whisper they want to see me 
outside the station on confidential 
business. Then—outside—they tell 
me who did what, and how many 
violations he’s already got on his I 
record. 
“Even with their uniforms we 
had some grief. At first we just 
had so many belts and badges | 
for them, and hoped to have the 
boys exchange them when they 
took their turns on duty. But no! 
They all wanted their own, and 
once they got them they wouldn’t 
give them up! 
“ Finally — you know the answer. 
We had to gi t enough belts and 
badges for the w hole gang of 
them.” 
Mayor Amey told how a few of 
the youngster threatened to quit if 
ihey aren't among the first to get 


patrol raincoats when they become 
available in quantity. “We told 
them to go ahead and quit,” he 
said, “because we know that’s one 
way we’ll find the real workers.” 
THE GRADE • SCHOOL 
police­ 
men also had to be coaxed out of 
plans to organize a Safety Club for 
their own members. “All that sort 
of thing can come later,” Amey ex­ 
plained 
Right now they’ve got 
enough to do.” 
But no matter how over-ambi­ 
tious hie boys continue to get, it’s 
generally agreed 
the police sta­ 


tion that one recent incident “top- being tugged along by a determin- 
ped them all” . And that occurred I ed safety-patrolman who said he 
when one of the town’s chronic a1- I “just happened to find the fellow 
coholics appeared in the doorway, sitting on the curb downtown.” 


The youngster saw nothing unu­ 
sual about the case. “I just arrest­ 
ed him,” he shrugged, “and he had 
to come along.”
